Wednesday's train took away a number of 
samples of Edmonton grain in thestraw, and 
grasses and vegetables, which will form part 
of che C. P. R. exhibit at the eastern fairs 
about to commence. The samples were col- 
lected by M. McvUauley and were such as 
would do credit to any country where grain 
is raised. They included red fife wheat from 
M. MeLeod and H. McKay, Belinont and Tf. 
Goodridge of Livingstone’s creek. Ladoga 
wheat from Goo. Hutton, St. Albert and P, 
Ottewell, Clover Bar, red club wheat from 
KE. Paquette, Stony Plain Indian reserve, 
white club wheat fromm Geo, Hutton, St. 
Albert, Azof wheat, from W. HL. Stephens, 
hast Edmonton, P. Ottewell and A, Fraser, 
Clover Bar, Genessee elub wheat, from D, 
Maloney, St. Albert, G. Lacerte, A. MeNabb 
and J, McPherson, Stony Plain, Oats from 
Messrs. Lacerte, MeNabb and MeVPherson, 
from D.8. MeKay of Livingstone’s creek and 
P.Ottewell of Clover Bar.
